‘ Now the population is ],<^ h >00,(k>0 
and a generation dies 
every J!I vears. 
In every 3(1 years, then, I,OOO,Olio,IWJ 
of humad beings go out of the world and 
1,000,000,000, come in. 
Forty years ag*) 
the church taught that the world was 
0,000 years old. 
She doesn’t to-day pre­ 
tend to guess within 100,000 years how old 
the world is. 
Very 
well. 
What has 
been the population of the race began V 
By what arithmetic shall you compute 
tlie swarming millions? Take the globe 
un*! flatten it into a vast plain, 24,000 by 
24, and would it accommodate but a 
fraction of the human beings that have 
lived upon its surface? 
Where is the lo 
cahty of the judgm ent to be then ? Can 
it have a locality ?” 
Now make the wildest conceivable esti­ 
mates: suppose that the human nice has 
existed on this earth 100,000 years, aud 
that the population has never from the 
first day been smaller than this estimate 
for the present time, namely: 1,000,000,- 
OiKl. 
For the sake of easy calculation, 
instead of the estimate of 30 years to a 
generation call it 3 generations to a cen­ 
tury. There will then appear to have 
I sn* n 3,000 generations of 1,000,OOO,(MIO 
each, who, being assembled, 
require 
standing room. 
For a crowded meeting 
of men, women, ami children it would 
be ample estimate to give each 2 square 
feet of room. A square mile contains, in 
round numbtth, 2o,OOO,OOO square feet, 
and 12,.ri00,000 persons would stand on it 
Therefore 80 square miles would hold a 
generation, and 3,000 times that space 
would Ii*>1*1 the population of a 100,000 
years.
